He 
deplores the fact that they are not 
getting their share of the national 
income but is doing everything 
humanly possible to further their 
interests. 

Winnipeg, despite its severe cold 
snap, gave the delegates a warm 
welcome indeed with a splendid 
program being arranged lor both 
men and women. Dr. J. J. Deutsch 
gave a glowing account of the 
Cunadian boom and regretted that 
agriculture has not expanded as 
rapidly as other industries.

“The Course of Agriculture in 
1957” was the subject of an inter¬ 
esting talk given at the annual 
Board of Trade short course 
luncheon on Monday by J. F. Ham- 
shaw, immediate past president of 
the Taber Chamber of Commerce 
and manager of the Taber branch 
of the Canadian Bank of Com¬ 
merce. 

Canada is still producing far 
more wheat than the domestic and 
export markets can absorb, said 
Mr. Hamshaw. Good crops of 537 
million bushels in 1955 and 538 
million in 1956 resulted in about 
900 million bushels remaining 
after domestic consumption. 
Last year Canada exported about 
300 million bushels, which means 
that the carryover is 600 million 
bushels or 1H years supply. Last 
year saw good wheat crops ail over 
the world, with many countries 
able to reduce their imports. 
Coupled with the effects of the 
United States’ "give-away” pro¬ 
gram of wheat export, It adds up 
to the fact that the wheat export 
picture is not too rosy and wheat 
quotas will likely be with us for 
some time yet, said the speaker. 

The livestock outlook presents a 
brighter picture. Cattle prices 
should remain about the same as 
in 1956 and the outlook is favor¬ 
able for the marketing of hogs. 

Based on ail these facts, Mr. 
Hamshaw’s advice to farmers was 
that they should augment their 
wheat income by all other sources 
possible—raising cattle and hogs 
and growing other grains such as 
durum and flax. Farmers should 
budget their expenses, based on 
their forseeable income for the 
year, he said, and should avoid 
making capital expenditures that 
can not readily be met. . 

Mr. Hamshaw was introduced by 
D. S. Paris, manager of the Vul¬ 
can branch of the Bank of Com¬ 
merce, and appreciation of his 
talk by those at the luncheon was 
voiced by E. G. McPherson.

Retiring President Reports 

Board of Trade Had 
Active Year in 1956 


At the annual luncheon-meeting 
of the Vulcan District Board of 
Trade on Monday, Max Jesse, re¬ 
tiring president, gave a summary 
of the activities of the Trade 
Board during the past year which 
showed that the organization hnd 
had an active year, with the main 
effort aimed at improvement of 
the local grain delivery situation. 

The first project, that of trying 
to improve the grain delivery situa¬ 
tion, led to the keeping of grain 
statistics in the form of a record of 
cars loaded each week and of car 
orders on hand, o< elevator space 
available and of undelivered 
bushels outstanding on authorized 
quotas. Letters and telegrams worn 
sent and personal trips made to 
responsible parties, with good re¬ 
sults shown in the speeding up of 
grain shipments from this point. 

Another project was the starting 
of an economic survey, which is 
still to be completed. The economic 
survey is to be printed at govern¬ 
ment expense and an extra 50 
copies will be supplied the Board 
of Trade. The provincial govern¬ 
ment will also construct and erect 
a road sign at the entrance to 
towa. 


At the annual Red Deer conven¬ 
tion of the Alberta Associa*ed 
Chambers of Commerce the local 
Board was instrumental in having 
the following resolutions passed: 
(l) Sufficient grain cars be pro¬ 
vided to handle equal quotas for 
all shipping points in Western 
Canada by July 31, 1956, and (2) 
The Canadian railways be urged to 
provide more box cars if necessary 
to handle sufficient grain to keep 
the teimihal storage facilities at 
working capacity. 

During the year a five-day elec-^ 
trical short course for farmers was 
sponsored b£ the Board of Trade, 
with 25 men attending. 

A delegation attended the an¬ 
nual highway conference at Leth¬ 
bridge and was informed by the 
Minister of Highways that the 
highway from Champion north to 
the Corner Store would be paved 
in 1957. 

Regular luncheon meeting were 
held during the year for tho first 
time and proved quite successful. 

In 1956, membership in tne 
Board of Trade was increased from 
41 to 87, and 1957 was starting off 
well with a membership of 115.

Food Prices

The Gaye West Farm Forum of 
Carmangay met at the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Bob Blacklock on 
Feb. 11, the broadcast subject 
being, “Does She Put the Price 
Tag On?” 

Canadian housewives generally 
seem to spend twenty-five percent 
of the family inoomo on food. 
Higher income families buy costlier 
food, but not necessarily more 
nutritious food, and ln many cases 
own larger garbage cans. Many 
factors influence the price of 
groceries. Price of wheat products 
are affected by supply and demand, 
transportation, labor, merchandis¬ 
ing, processing, profits and the 
like here at home. Many of these 
costs are of the fixed nature and 
are increasing the margin between 
what the consumers pay and what 
the producer receives, and If the 
consumer price falls it is the pro¬ 
ducer who is affected. 

On the question to be discussed, 
“Do you consider that improved 
methods of packing, advertising 
and merchandising will increase 
food consumption?” The forum 
thought that there would be some 
increase. They also placed Grade 
and Brand of products on top of 
the list w'hen choosing products. 
Price was in second place. Variety 
and built in services followed in 
this order with variety considered 
much more important than the 
services, such ns pre-cooked foods. 

It was felt that the demand for. 
these built-in services such as pre¬ 
cooked foods was by working mar¬ 
ried women (approximately 12% 
of Canadian work force) of which 
a large percentage were much 
more interested In the extra in¬ 
come than they were In their 
family life or juvenile delinquency.
